c Real Oil Crop 

“With the great shortage of vege- 
table oils and fats which exists 
througho.t the world, the sunflower 
is coming in for more attention than 
ever before. In Manitoba last year 
no less tan 23 thousand acres were 
devoted to this crop which, with an 
average of 800 pounds of seed per 
acre, would give a total production 
of something like 9,200 tons. 

Probably few of us realize just 
how much sunflower seed oil is used 
in Canada. In addition to our own 
production — in 1945 over 5 million 
pounds — two years ago our im- 
ports of sunflower seed oil amount- 
ed to over 14 million pounds, mostly 
frdm Argentina. 
_ There are other vast possibilities 
for sunieves growing. In the United 
States university seed doctors, and 
cooperating farmers. believe that 


“sunflower secret” that before long 
we may be eating cakes made with 
sunflower meal — and thousands 
of farmers may have a new crop to 
harvest, Although sunflower seeds 
have long been recognized as valu- 
able winter feed for cattle and poul- 
try, "up to now commercial use of 


scale. 

It is interesting to note that the 
university of Illinois seed specialists, 
who are conducting the experiments, 
had to turn to Canada in order to 
secure the type of sunflower they 
wanted. The traditional tall sun- 
flower plants; with heavy stalks, 
were much too hard to harvest. Now, 
with a Canadian “dwarf” variety 
called the “Advance” they feel that 
the battle is won and that planting, 
cultivation and harvesting can be 
done with the machinery used for 
corn, 

“We can definitely promise that 
dwarfed sunflowers, harvested by 
modern machinery, will produce 
yields of sunflower meal and oil 
that will be equal on an economic 
basis to soybean yields in terms of 
value of meal and oil per acre!” 
they state. So it looks as if it 
mightn’t be a bad idea for many 
Ontario farmers, in areas suitable 
for thie crop, to look into the pos 
sibilities of sunflowers,

Thinning 

After the first planting is up 

the next major job is thinning and 


spacing. This is vital work and 


applies to either 
flowers or vege- 
tables. Crowded 
flowers will grow 
thin and spindly, 
will not bloom 
freely and the 
biggest plants will 
topple over in the 
first storm. Allow 
about four or five 
inches between plants for flowers 
like. nasturtiums, less for alyssum, 
much more for tall marigolds, cos- 
mos or spider plants. 
Spacing 

With the smaller vegetables, a 
couple of inches between plants is - 
sufficient. This applies to leaf let- 
tuce, early carrots, beets, etc, Beans, 
and peas should have from four 
to six inches between. plants, and 
as all the seed usually germinates 
it should be planted about this far 
apart. Rows should be from fifteen 
inches. te two feet apart. Corn is 
usually planted from three to six 
seeds to a hill, about eighteen inches 
apart each way or rews two to 
three feet apart. Tomato plants re- 
quire at least eighteen inches. each 
way; melons, squash and cucum- 
bers three plants to a hill, and hills 
about two to three feet apart. 

Zinnias 

Zinnias are among the easiest 
garden flowers to grow. They will 
grow in almost any kind of soil 
but will thrive better in rich, deep 
soil, well dug and manured. They 
need plenty of sun. Water them 
generously, particularly during the 
hot, dry weeks of midsummer, by 
soaking the soil. Overhead water- 
ing may cause mildew. Keep. the 
soil from becoming caked by either 
a straw mulch during the hot months 
or shallow cultivating in the form 
of a dust mulch, to conserve mois- 
ture, 


Zinnias offer long-season bloom 
in the utmost variety of sizes, 
shapes and colors. They are also 
prime for cutting. 


The large dahlia-flowered giant 
types grow to three and four feet 
and mal.: showy plantings at the 
back of the flower border. Fantasy, 
chrysanthemum-flowered, cut-and- 
come-again types aré suited to the 
middle. heights. For the front of a 
border and for bedding are the baby 
or pompon zinnias. 

Zinnias are often thought of as 
autumn flowers, but will start 
blooming in early July and will 
continue until frost, especially | if 
a new sowing is made in mid-June 
to take the place of those that have 
started early, Keep the old blooms 
cut off,

Malachi 1: 1, 6-4; 2: 13-14; 3: 7-12. 


Golden Text: Why call ye me 
Lord, Lord, and do not the things 
which I say? Luke 6: 46. 


It is not unusu | for men to cry 
to God when in distress. But when 
delivered, it is so easy to forget one’s 
Benefactor. So it was with the 
exiles after their return from Baby- 
lon. In spite of many difficulties 
they were enabled to rebuild their 
city and the holy temple, but their 
enthusiasm for the religion of their 
fathers soon began to wane. Ma- 
lachi was raised wn to call the people 
back to sincere religion. 

In the printed portion of the les- 
son Malachi speaks of three distinct 
evils. First; instead of offering of 
the best of the flocks to the Lord, 
they presented the blind, the sick and 
lame. What was no good to them, 
they gave to God. This was not 
only disobedience to God's com- 
mands, but it illustrated a very un- 
wholesome attitude on the part of 
the people. 

The second evil was unfaithfulness 
in marital relations, Many men were 
dealing treacherously by putting 
away the wives of their youth. The 
Lord “hateth putting away”. 

The people were also “robbing 
God” by falling to bring in the tithes 
and offerings. The giving of the 
tenth of one’s increase or profit be- 
gan at least as carly as Abraham. It 
was later commanded by the law of 
Moses. God promised spiritual and 
temporal blessings if the people 
would obey the command.

It isn’t really new by any means. 
More than a hundred years ago 
European scientist, in a laboratory 
test proved. that plants would 
grow in nothing but clear water in 
which soil had been. previously 
soaked. But its development was 
speeded up terrifically during the 
war, when large hydroponic farms 
were established to provide fresh 
vegetables to the troops on soilless 
wockeries like Iwo Jima‘and Asccn- 
gion Islands. Even now American 
forces in Japan get vegetables 
grown in tremendous “tank farms” 


The process is a simple one. Those 
wishing to start in a small way 
just punch a little hole or two in 
th bottom of a cigar box, fill it with 
fine, clean gravel, put in seeds, give 
the whole thing « southern exposure 
and begin the feeding process. 


The necessary chemicals can be 
ee obtained through many drug firms; 
. and there are also different brands 
eee 1 “ready mixed” plant foods on the .

You keep the gravel moist until 
the seeds sprout, after that sprinkle 
twice a day. Soon the little seedlings 
are ready tol transplanted to your 
regular garden, and are said to be 
as healthy and sturdy little fruit, 
_ vegetable and flower plants anyone 

would wish to see. 


But that is what might be 
eafled a half-way hydroponic pro- 
cess depending, as it does, on the 
final wée of soil, For those who 
want to go the whole way with 
gravel, here's how one man — told 
about in Collier’s Magazine — went 
about it. 


He made two boxes, each 30 by 
$4 inches, and set them at a con- — 
venient height — then planted his 

ee seeds in the five inches of gravel 
ie the boxes held; A pound of pow- 
dered chemical salts in a gallon of 
water as his “feeding stock” —. 
this being measured out as required 
at the rate of one ounce of the mix- 
ture to a gallon sprinkling can of 
water. 


Five weeks after the planting he 
and his family were eating tender 
string beans. Cucumbers were ripe 
on the vines in 36 days. The first 
tomatoes, started as seedlings, were 
ready for the table in 64 days. And 
he says that the quality of all he 
gtew was incomparably delicious.

The Daisy Family 


The once-humble daisy is now one 
of the real mainstays of a well- 
planned garden, because now there is 
a sufficient variety 
to supply bloom 
during every 
period of the 
growing season. 
Their widely-vary- 
ing colorg, heights 
and manner of 
growing make pos- 
sible any desired 
effect, all the way 
from border edge to background. 

Daisies help to point up other 
flower forms in your garden and 
among their additional charms are 
their varied centres, their long lasting 
qualities after being cut, and the pro- 
fusion of bloom most of them offer. 
Whether annual, biennial like the 
English daisy, or perennial they are 
all very easy to grow. None is seri- 
ously troubled by disease .or insect 
pests and few have any decided soil 
preference. Among the annual vari- 
leties that can be sown in open ground 
early in the year are the gaillardia, 
calliopsis, helianthus (sunflower) and 
chrysanthemum. 

Among the taller annuals you will 


” want the rudbeckia, golden in color.

Remove from boiling water; add 
wanilla and beat until thick enough 
to spread. Makes enough frosting 
to cover tops and sides of two 9-inch 
layers, or top and sides of 13x9x2- 
inch cake, or abow 14 large or 2 
dozen small cupcakes. 

For half recipe, use half of ingre- 
dients and reduce cooking time to 
about 4 minutes. Makes enough for 
top and sides of 9-inch tube cake, or 
top of 10x10-inch cake. 

Praline Topping 
% cup brown sugar (firmly packed) 
2 this. Swans Down Cake Flour 
Y% cup melted butter 
2 tablespoons water 
¥% cup finely chopped pecans 

Mix together all ingredients. 
Spread carefully, a small amount 
at a time, over hot cake in pan. 
Place in moderate oven (375 degrees 
F.) and bake 5 minutes. Cool and 
cut cake in pan. Makes topping for 
9 x 9-inch or 13 x 9-inch cake.

1 teaspoon vanilla 

Combine sugar, salt, corn syrup, 
and water.

Beat egg whites with flat wire 
whisk or rotary egg beater until stiff 
enough to hold up-in moist peaks. 
Pour syrup in fine stream over egg 
whites, beating constantly. Add 
vanilla, 

Continue beating 10 to 15 minutes, 
or until frosting is cool and of right 
consistency to spread. (If too stiff 
for rotary egg beater, use a wooden 
spoon.) 

Makes’ enough frosting to cover 
tops and sides of two 8-inch layers, 
two 9-inch layers, ~* top and sides 
of 13x9x2-inch cake, or tops of 20 
large cupcakes.

Some Recollections of the 
Great Days of Radio’s 
Most Famous Team 


By Peter Ronald 


As most radio listeners know, the 
half-hour weckly program. featur- 
ing Amos 'n’ Andy is one of the 
most popular on the air. 

Bu. some of the younger generation 
may be surprised to learn that there 
was a period, back in the 1930's, when 
for a quarter of an hour each week- 
day evening, starting at 7 o'clock

(EST) activity of all kinds through- 
out the Continent practically stop- 
ped, in order that folks might listen 
to the latest doings of she Kingfish, 
Madam Queen, Lightnin’ and all the 
other characters created by two gent- 
lemen named Gosden and Correll. 


Moving picture theatres switched 
off the film that was running and 
left their screens blank. 

In Hamilton a sponsor bought that 
quarter-hour on a local station, then

Important men like Vincent Astor 
anc Henry Ford gave orders they 
were on no account to be disturbed 
until the program was over. And an 
American Presidential Candidate, 
warned that it was useless for him 
to try and compete with Amos ‘n’ 
Andy, complained bitterly that his 
fellow-citizens seemed much more 
interested in the Fresh Air Taxicab 
Company than in their country’s af- 
fairs. : 

Freeman Fisher Gosden—who al 
ways plays the parts of The King: 
fish and Lightnin’ as well as that of 
Amos—was born at Richmond, Vir- 
ginia, in 1899. Charles James Cor- 
rell—Andy—is nine years older and 
is a native of Peoria, Illinois, whose 
piano-playing ability led him into 
show business. 

Meeting first in Durham, N. C. 
the two took to one another immedi 
ately and formed a theatrical team. 
For some years they toured the 
Southern States with “tent shows” 
occasionally doing a vocal duct. 


cided to build up a singing act, and 
with Correll playing piano, Gosden 
the ukelele, they were frequently 
heard ‘by radio listeners of that era. 


Two years later they had the idea 
of switching to comedy; and on Jan- 
vary 12, 1926, made their air debut 
as “Sam ‘n’ Henry” over Station 
WGN. They ‘stayed there, as a sus- 
taining program, till December, 
1927. When leaving to accept a bet- 
ter-paying offer from another station, 
WGN refused to allow them to take 
the title of their act with them. So, 
after considerable experimenting, 
they finally hit on the combination 
under which they were to become 
world-famous—Amos ‘'n’ Andy. And 
in March, 1928, they started—again 
as a/sustaining program—over WM-

Popular from the very first locally, 
it wasn't long before they attracted 
the attention of advertisers; and in 
August 1929, under the sponsorship 
of Pepsodent, they first went on the 
air nationally over a network. 

From then onward their popularity 
grew by leaps and bounds until, at 
one point, surveys revealed that nine 
out of ten radio sets tuned in. regu- 
larly to their program, and their 
theme music, “The Perfect Song’”’ 
was as well known as “God Save the 
Kine” or “The Starspangled Ban- 
ner.” 

Expressions such as “l’se regusted” 
+ ‘Ain't that sumpn?” and “Hold de 
phone” became part of our every- 
day speech; and when listeners were 
asked to send in suggested names 
for the baby born to Amos and the 
former Ruby Parker so many letters 
came in—2,400,000—thata special 
branch Post Office had to be set up 
in the building where Gosden and 


Carroll worked.

Madam Queen's breach of prom- 
ise suit against Andy—Ruby Taylor's 
almost fatal illness—and Amo’s trial 
on a charge of murder were other 
high lights of their almost 14 years 
of quarter-hour programs, which 
came to an end on February 19, 1943. 
And radio listeners of today can 
hardly imagine the intensity of int- 
erest—especially when it scemed as 
if nothing could possibly save Amos 
from a verdict of guilty. 

One of the most amazing things 
about Gosden and) Carroll was that 
they never started writing their 15- 
minute show until an hour before it 
went on the air. Sometimes, indeed, 
the last page of the script would 
still: be in the typewriter while the 
first strains of “The Perfect Song” 
were sounding over the air waves. 
And .then, as often happened, people 
would ask them what was going to 
happen next, they had to answer— 
honestly—that they didn’t know, and 
wouldn't know till they got busy on 
the following script.

A real bidding battle wag seen at 
recent Aberdeer-Angus sales in 
Perth, Scotland. This was when the 
reserve champion bull, Emor of 
Derculich, was sold for 7,100 guineas 
—only 400 guineas short of the all- 
time world record price set up at 
the same sales in 1946. 

Successful bidder was Tom 
Tweedle, on behalf of the McRobert 
Farms of Douneside. Principal op- 
ponent was an Argentine represent- 
ative, anxious that the bull should 
go to that couritry. Bidding started 
at 1000 guineas. When it reached 
7000 there was a pause—applause— 
and everybody thought the Argen- 
tine had won. But Tweedle bid an- 
other 100, and the South American 
finally gave in.

Just like cashing in on a 20 to 1 
shot were the results of recent ex- 
periments in hog feeding, when it 
was found that a saving of $20 in 
feed costs was effected for each one 
dollar's worth of salt used. Salt- 
fed pigs made a gain of 1.46 pounds 
daily as compared with 1.26 pounds 
gained each day by hogs fed exact- 
ly the same ration minus the salt. 

In this particular experiment each 
pound of salt saved 9.4 pounds of 
feed; and the ration fed consisted 
of corn, soybean, oilmeal, alfalfa meal 
and a simple mineral mixture.

A University research crew has 
discovered that a heavy shower, 
falling on hay after it has been cut, 
may reduce the food value of the 
crop by fully one-third. This is be- 
cause the rain washes away large 
amounts of sugars, minerals and pro- 
teins from the hay.

Canada’s turnip crop in 1947 had 
a value of almost twenty million dol- 
lars with Ontario and the Mari- 
tinies accounting for three quarters 
of this immense production. But 
both these Provinces are plagued, 
to some extent, by an insufficient 
supply of boron at critical periods 
in the turnips’ growth. 

This deficiency can be recogniz- 
ed by a water-soaked appearange of 
the root, sometimes called 
core” or “brown heart”. 

In the Maritimes, farmers combat 
this deficiency by using a fertilizer 
containing 2 per cent of boron, this 
being applied to the soil at seeding 
time. But this method is not suc 
cessful in Ontario, where it is neces 
sary to apply the boron to the tur- 
nip tops. For this purpose special 
dusts containing 50% of borax are 
available, and ¢pray applications can

also be made according to standard 
specifications. In using such appli- 
cations farmers should stick closely

to the advice of their local agrigult- 
ural authority, as an overdose - of 
boron may be harmful to turnips 
and also upset the balance of the 
soil. : 

With grain feeds so expensive, 
more and more swine raisers are 
adopting the cost-cutting practise 
of putting their pigs on pasture 
during the summer. In mst cases 
the pasturage is some variety of 
legume—either straight ‘alfalfa or 
clover, or a mixture of the two. 

One recommended metho.! is to 
keep spring pigs on pasture until 
they weigh around 150 pounds 


apiece, then change to ful feed tor 
finishing. Leaving them still longer 
on pasture takes more time to get 
them up to market weight and fin- 
ish—although if time is not a prime 
factor, doing so cuts feeding costs 
atill further

May is the month when “the - 


majority of shore birds migrate 
northward. Many of them will be 
seen along water-edges and in 
marshes in Ontario. The Plover, 
Snipe, and Sandpiper are popular 
names for those most common in 
Canada. The Piping Plover, some- 
times called Beach Plover, is a bird 
of the sandy shore. It winters on the 
Atlantic and Gulf coasts from South 
Carolina to Texas and northern 
Mexico. 

The Killdeer, another of the shore 
birds that breeds in Ontario, is a 
friend of mankind. Sometimes it 
nests about the edges of the salt 
marsh but seems to prefer to rear 
its young about cultivated land and 
gardens, probably because the in- 
sects on which it feeds are abundant 
there. Killdeer are fond of newly- 
plowed land and follow the plow and 
cultivator in search of grubs and 
worms. They winter as far south as 
Peru and Venezuela in South 
Amierica. 

The American Woodcock, an- 

other shore bird that breeds here, 
has been studied by ornithologists 
for more than a century, and still its 
periodical mysterious appearances 
and disappearances and its lines of 
migration are not fully understood. 
If it is not,adequately protected, its 
extirpation is only a question of 
time. ¢ 4345: 
Of all the-shore birds the Sand- 
pipers make the longest trek of all. 
Most of thém breed along the Arctic 
Coast and many winter in South 
America.

Great Britain 

In April, for the fourth successive 
month, Britain’s steel industry broke 
its own production record. The suc 
cessful drive for more scrap iron was 
apparently a contributing factor, 
which has carried stcel production 
far beyond the goal set by the Gov- 
ernment. 

Production last month was at an 
annual rate of over 15 million tons, 
whereas the year's target was only 
14 million tons. Pig iron production 
also rose in April, with the industry 
evidently feeling the benefit of new 
blast furnaces.

Some Notes From The Farm Front 


Of Special Interest To Rural Readers 
By John Russell — 


Another farm crop that’s com- 
ing to the aid of afflicted man- 
kind ig the good old pancake: in- 
gredient—buckwheat. 

That’s because buckwheat con- 
tains a chemical substance called 
rutin which—during the few months 
it has been used—has proved high- 
ly beneficial in certain types of 
internal. bleeding. Rutin does this 
by strengthening the wallé of the 
tiny blood vessels known as Ca- 
pillaries. 

To meet the national needs for 
rutin in the United States alone, 
medical manufacturers estimate that 
at least e@iextra 50 thousand acres 
of buckwheat will be needed an- 
nually. The entire plant, around 
blossom time, is used for the ex- 
traction of its rutin, so that no grain 
from this extra acreage would be 
available for flour or for livestock 
feeding. 

a * 

Nothing is of greater importance 
to the welfare of both man and 
beast than proper protection of 
drinking water supplies. Precau- 
tions WHich--will guard against pol- 
luted water are simple, and either 
boiling or chlorination will insure 
that water is safe for drinking. 

If boiling is used, the water, 
Mhould be kept at boiling tempera- 
ture for at least ten minutes. 

For chlorination, two teaspoons- 
ful of fresh chloride of lime should 
be mixed to a sinooth paste with 
a little cold water. To this add 
one quart of water and mix well, 
You now have your. sterilizing 
solution, four drops of which — 
added to one gallon of water and 
let stand for 15 minutes—makes 
the water fit for drinking. A fresh 
sterilizing solution should be made 
every seven days. 

* * * 

An Australian farmer makes 
cheap but highly é¢ffective bird 
scarers out of empty fruit cans or 
jam tins. 

One end of the tin is removed 
and then six or seven cuts are 
made down the sides of the tin 
to within an inch or so of the 
other end, These strips are then 
bent at a slight angle. Dead cen- 
tre in the unopened end a dent 
(not a hole) is made, so that the’ 
tin will sit snugly on a piece of 
wire stuck in the ground. 

The slightest breeze catches the 
out-turned strips of tin and turns 
the glistening contraption speedily 
enough to frighten all the birds 
from his fruit and vegetables, the 
farmer claims, ;

A purebred Canadian Holstein 
cow has just established a new 
world’s record, Owned by J. J. E. 
McCague of Alliston, Ont., in 305 
days she gave 28,243 pounds of 
milk containing 980 pounds of but- 
terfat. 

This 305 day fat production is 
also a new North American record 
for the Holstein breed in the ma- 
ture class and makes her replace 
—as Canadian .hampign over all 
breeds—an Ayrshire cow with a 
mark of 909 pounds fat from 21,241 
pounds of milk, The displaced 
world champion milk producer for 
305 days is a United States Hol- 
stein with a record of 27,613 pounds 
of milk.

Staging a wrestling match with 
a half-grown beef animal’ in or- 
der to clip its horns is far from 
the softest job in the world — par- 
ticularly as there's a much easier 
way of accomplishing the same 
thing. You just use a little caustic 
potash on the new-born calf, 

According to a Provincial ex- 
perimental station a little of the 
caustic, in either paste or stick 
form, applied 40 the horn buttons 
when the calf is a few days old 
will do the trick. To prevent tun- 
necessary spreading and burning of 
| the skin, apply vaseline or grease 
around the outside of the area 
treated. This method not only works 
on small farms but is being used 
with success on large cattle ran 


ches as well, 
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Protection of crops from frost 
damage in early spring or at the 
end of the growing season is still 
a problem 


that. challenges agri- 
cultural scientists; and although 
various methods have been suc- 
cessful to some extent most of 


them require too much trouble and 
labor, or are too costly. 

The smoke screcn method of 
protecting seedlings and trees from 
frost has worked well on many 
uccasions, but is inconvenient be- 
cause of the constant attention nec- 
essary to ketp smudge fires going. 
In some places agriculturists have 
worked on the development of in- 
fra-rcd and fuel-burning radiant 
heat generators; and while these 
have been fairly successful, the 
area each unit can cover is so 
limited that the cost appears to be 
much too hich for general use. 

Chemi are working on two 
other angles of approach to the 
problem. One is to find a chemical 
which will increase the frost-resist- 
ance of plants an investigation 
_ prompted by the discovery that po- 
tatocs treated with certain fungi- 
cides were not killed as readily 
by fall frost as those untreated. 

Second approach is through the 
use of plant hormones. In England, 
for instance, the same chemicals 
which stop apples from dropping 
off the trees have been ‘used to 
delay the blossoming of peaches un- 
til the danger of frost has passed. 
Development of plant varieties 
which will grow to maturity with- 
in the frost-free period is another 
form of defence being tried by 
some Canadia” plant breeders. 

* ? = 

In many soils across. Canada it 
is almost impossible to grow such 
things as tomatoes, corn, cabbage, 
cauliflower and tobacco unless wire- 
worms are first destroyed. And al- 
though benzine hexachloride was 
responsible for tainting such crops 
as turnips and potatoes last sea- 
son, its use—under proper precau- 
tions — for the control of wire- 
worms, cabbage maggots and other 
soil-infesting pests cannot be con- 
demned. 

In using BHC the recomme nda 
tions of the Federal Department 
of Agriculture should be strictly 
adhered to at all times. For grain, 
corn, tomatoes and tobacco BHC 
dust (5% gamma) should be 
broadcast at the rate of 125 to 
150 pounds per acre a week to ten 
days before secding, and the soil 
should then, be lightly harrowed. 

For control of maggot of cab- 
bage, cauliflower, broccoli, etc., the 
same strength BHC dust is used at 
the rate of 40 pounds per acre, It 
should be applied to the plants and 
soil around them 3 to 4 days af. 
ter transplanting.

New Fossil Remains ~ 


Of Ancient Ape-Men 


Over a year ago a scientific ex- 


_ pedition left America to study on 
‘the spot the fossi. remains of man- 


apes found in 1936 near Johannes- 
burg, South Africa, The remains 
consisted of two skulls, @ 
femur and an_ ankle bone; 
and they had been blasted by min- 
ers out of some limestone caves. 
More bones were later turned up 
about two miles away. 

This month there came news of 
still further finds, including remains 
of antelopes, porcupines, bush pigs, 
hyenas and jackals; and these new- 
est discoveries seem to confirm the 
belief of the scientists that the 
earlier discoveries represented sub- 
human species hitherto unknown. 

* : * 

The early South African men- 
apes, or ape-men, were small in 
stature, only about four feet tall. 
Their brains were about the size 
of those of chimpanzees or goril- 
tas; while they had the heavy jaws 
of apes, their teeth were almost 
human. There were no over-sized 
canine teeth, so characteristic: of 
the ape. Their hands were small and 
delicate, and they walked like men. 
It is thought that they stand much 
closer to modern mankin than do 
the orangoutang, the gorilla or the 
chimpanzee, 

These finds. have led to the be- 
lief that at some period in the 
earth’s history there were creatures 
with ape-like brains combined with 
limbs and bodies that were virtu- 
ally human — in. other words by 
something like the “misstwg link” 
people used to talk about 50 or 
60 years ago. 

& ae + 

‘How old are these fossil remains. 
While geological dates must abways 
be accepted with a certain amount 
of caution, these specimens may be 
anything from half a million to 
five million years old. The ani- 
mals, especially the horses, found 
among the remains indicate that 
these South African men-apes fived 
on the plains — an environment 
which would not have been suitable 
to the forest - dwelling anthropoid 
apes. And there is some evidence 
that they lived at least partly by 
the chase—that is to say, crushed 
skulls of ancient baboons were. re- 
covered, indicating that they eight 
have been killed by clubs or rocks.

On the surface, things have been 
quieter in Berlin, But in spite of re- 
peated warnings that the Western 
Allies havé no intentio: of abandon- 
ing the German capital, the Rus- 
sians: are quietly continuing their 
attempts to transform it into a 
wholly Soviet-dominated city. 

In spite of their threats to do so 
after the breakdown of the joint 
inquiry into the Gatow air disaster, 
the Russians have as yet made little 
attempt to further restric. air traf- 
fic to a d from Berlin, They have 
also shown signs of a slightly more 
conciliatory attitude regarding other 
types of transportation. 

But these developments are not 
sufficient to indicate that the Rus- 
sians have abandoned their inten- 
tion to force the Western Powers 
to leave the city, Taken together 
with other moves, they would rather 
seem to indicate only a change in 
tactics. Now the Russians apear to 
be trying to demonstrate to the 
Germans that the Soviet authorities 
are the real masters of the capital. 

One move in this direction came 
when the Soviet Commandant, Gen- 
earl Kotikov, made a statement ac- 
cusing the Americans of allowing 
their sector to become a centre of 
crime and lawlessness comparable 
to Chicago and the Wild West in 
their most violent days. The Ameri- 
cans are also c! irged with failing 
to keep their own troops under con- 
trol and of tryin, to set up a sepa- 
rate police force, This campaign was 
probably also designed to offset 
damage done to the Russian reputa- 
tion by thé Jisclosure of a consider- 
able number of abductions and poli- 
tical arrests carried out right in 
Berlin by Soviet agents. 

Other steps in the same direction 
were the requisitioning by Soviet 
authorities of construction equip- 
ment belonging to building firms 
witl, headquarters in the western 
sectors of the city, and the holding 
up of all parcel post addressed to 
Western Germany unless mailed 
from Post Offices in the Russian- 
occupied part of Berlin. 

So althogther, in spite of the sur- 
face calm, underneath the Russians 
don’t appear to be overlooking a 
thing that will increase their pres- 
tige in German eyes, and lower that 
of Britain, France and the United: 
States.

United States 


In spite of the seriousness of the 
matter, many Republica: were se- 
cretly pleased at the plight Presi- 
dent Truman found himself in the 
“secret Russian talks” affair; and 
there are some who think that Sta- 
lin and Molotov “'n’t overlook the 
American political angle, especi- 
ally in an election year, when they 
decided to troadcast the news of 
these same talks. 

There seems to be no doubt that 
the United States acted clumsily, 
to say. the least, in permitting such 
talks to occur without first inform- 
ing Britain and France of what 
was going on. In both London and 
Paris — particularly the latter — 
there was real fear fo. a while 
that Moscow and Washington might 
be secretly dealing with one an- 
other, and excluding other members 


of the Council of Foreign Minis- 
ters. 

These fears were allayed, to 
some extent at least, when the 


United States ‘assured Britain and 


France that no official note was 
given to Molotov by U. S. Ambas- 
sador Walter Bedell Smith, and 
that there never was the slightest 
intention of seeking bilateral ne- 
gotiatiois with Moscow. It was 
explained that when General Smith 
éalled on the Soviet Foreign Min- 
ister it was merely for the purpose 
of making the United States’ posi- 
tion perfectly clear, and of seek- 
ing to ascertain the Russian posi- 
tion and intentions. 

However, for a while it looked 
as if it might develop into a rather 
nasty situation; and no doubt some 
of the “top brass” Russians are 
having a quiet chuckle over the 
at least partial success of their plan 
for sowing seeds of discord among 
the Western Allies. Diplomacy, as 
played by the Soviets, is decidely 
no game for an amateur; and as 
one Washington onlooker phrased 
it, “The whole thing reminds me 
of « beginner sitting down to a 
game of chess with a Master play- 
er. The beginner is figuring one or 
perhaps two moves ahead of the 


one he is making, But the Master’ 


may be figuring on as many as ten 
ahead.”

It isn’t only on race tracks — 
or in radio studios — that they have 
jockeys, Baseball has them too — 
lance-to..gued gents who are highly 
expert at “riding” opposition: players 
to suc a pitch of rage that they fall 
far below their best form, and com- 
mit errors of ommission and com- 
mission they otherwise would have 
avoided. Some of them operate from 
the bench; some from their play- 
ing positions on the field; and a 
catcher who is also a good “jockey” 
can be worth a great deal to a 
pitcher by needling a batter to a 
point where he is paying far more 
attention to what is being said than 
to the ball. 

* + * 

It must-be said, however, that such 
a catcher is always in grave danger 
of getting crowned with a nice hefty 
piece of second-growth ash; and 
we can remember many cases of 
sudden, “unprovoked” assaults on 
receivers, much to the amazement of 
the spectators in the stands, Later 
on, when the umpire who was work- 
ing behind the plate told what led to 
the attack, we couldn’t blame the 
batter too much.

Of course such “riding” doesn’t 
always work in favor of the jockey 
br his club, That’s because there is 
a type of player who is only stirred 
up to greater efforts by opposition 
needling — as, for example, the one 
and only Tyrus Raymond Cobb. 
In the days of the Georgian’s great- 
ness rival managers used to warn 
their players — “Don’t stir Cobb 
up”. But there have also been plenty 
of players whose stay in the big 
leagues was greatly shortened be- 
cause of their sensitiveness and in- 
ability to “take it”.

Not « long ago Billy Evans — 
the reformed umpire who is now 
general. manager of the Detroit 
Tigers — was talking to newspaper- 
men about some of the jockeys. he 
had seen and heard in action, and 
of some of their exploits.

With so much to be done out- 
doors right now, it is very easy 
to forget about your house plants.

Flowering maple, a favorite of 
grandmother's era, has been much 
improved by recent hybridizers. 
Pendant, . bell-shaped flowers one 
to three inches long come in deli- 


cate shades of yellow, red, pink, » 


salmon, orange and white — some 
with light veinings of contrasting 
color. : 

Patience plant, another old fa- 
vorite, blooms all year round. Those 
that have flowered indoors during 
the winter may be set out in a 
shady spot to bloom through the 
summer, Because they grow so 
readily from cuttings and are so 
easy to grow from seed, such plants 
are oftcn hard to buy and you will 
be amazed at the results from a 
packet of mixed hybrid seeds. But 
don't forget the one great require- 
ment of these ever-blooming flow- 
ers—plenty of water. 


Begonia semperfiorens is another 
ever-blooming candidate for a sun- 
ny spot in your window. Christmas 
Cheer, with its scarlet-crimson 
blossoms above dark green foliage 
and Christmas Pink, with bright 
pink bloom and lighter green foli- 
age, are also well worth while. 


Seeds of begonias are so tiny that 
it is best to plant them in very 
finely-sifted soil, and. just barely 
covered. With all such seedlings, 
watering should be done with great 
care. The soil should never be al- 
lowed to dry out entirely, as the 
drying of the tiny root-hairs 1s 
fatal. . 

Geraniums, often grown from 
cuttings, are also easy to raise from 
seed. But don’t disturb the flat in

Periwinkle is a charming annual 


which makes an exceptionally good - 


house plant because it endures heat 
well. It develops slowly into a 
12-inch plant with pholx-like flow- 
ers and waxy green foliage. Prim- 
roses take six to eight months from 
seed and require cool growing con- 
ditions; although there is one vari- 
ety, with salmon pink bloom, which 
is supposed to be quicker, and flow- 
ers within four months after seed- 
ing. 

Seeds sown in shallow bultr pans 
or flats are easier to care for than 
‘those in open ground. Fine seeds 
should be pressed very carefully 
into finely sifted soil, covered very 
lightly with. soil or sand, and the 
container soaked until the surface 
looks damp. Glass or newspaper 
should be placed over the top un- 
‘til the sprouts appear. Once up, 
they require sunshine and a con- 
stant supply of moisture. 


Your seedlings chculd be moved 
into small pots, or later on into 
larger ones, only when the roots 
begin to crowd. Grown outdoors 
all summer, carefully watered and 
fed, they should develop into hus- 
ky plants for your fall and winter 
window garden.
